'mysteries of the mathematical constant 
pi with a “Pi Day” on March 14th. 

Pi Day is a day to celebrate 
mathematics, have fun while 
investigating mathematic concepts, 
being creative and even a little silly. 

Pi is everywhere around us. Pi is the 
‘ratio of any circle’s circumference to 
the length of its diameter. The smartly 
chosen date for the Pi Day celebration 
‘mimics the first digits of pi, 

which are 3.1415926535897323846.... 
Thus, Pi Day is 3/14 with the event 
beginning directly at 1:59 pm. 

‘March 14th also just happens to be 
mathematician Albert Einstein’s 
birthday. 

Pi was of practical importance before 
2000 BC, although ancient civilizations 
used different values, scholars have 
chased the number for almost 4,000 
years. Renowned mathematician Euler 
'standardized the currently used symbol 
in 1737. In simpler terms, there is pi in 
pie. Cut a pie in half and pi is the num- 
ber of times the length of that cut will 
go around the outside of the pie. The pi 
of pie? That would be a piece for three 
of us with .14159... part of a piece left 
over. The captivating question of pi 
that has fascinated mathematicians for 
centuries, sometimes to obsession, 
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is the question of exactly how much is | 
left over? | 
Supercomputers have calculated pi to 
over 130 million digits without ever | 
repeating a fixed sequence of digits. |
